It was 
a success and a sur- 
prise. Cleopatra as 
revealed tonight differs 
radically from the con- 
ceptions not only of 
Shakspearc and Cor- 
neille but of La Croix, 
Gautier, Mme. de 
Girardin, Houssaye, 
and Rider Haggard. 
The authors seem to 
have selected some of 
inh Jae the salient passions, 
man BERNHARDT. traits, and foibles de- 
- fineated by each of their predecessors and 
with keen dramatic instinct to have molded 
these together into one brilliant spectacular 
poetic mosaic in perfect harmony with Sarah 
Bernhardt 's sculpturesque individual and 
 gubtle interpretation. The new Cleopatra 1s 
at once imperious, seductive, ambitious, 


2 gruel, fawning, passionate. She has the volup- 


tuous charm and tantalizing cynicism of 
Shakspeare's Cleopatra, but is without her 
meretricious courtisane like audacity. She 
has the dash of the Laodicean ambition of 
Corneille's Cleopatra, but is freed from polit- 
Joal schemes and the paltry court intrigues. 

: Perfect Scenes in the Drama. 
Tube drama is certainly a powerful one. 
here is a continuity, a ceaseless flow of dia- 
logue, witty, graceful, and pleasing. The 
mite en scbne is perfect. The soft Oriental 
music of harps and lutes is highly effective. 

The sustained action is more artistically 
elaborated than in Patrie, Theodora, or 
La Tosca,“ but the outbursts into strikingly 
_ dramatic situations are less frequent and lack 

that intensity characteristic of those works. 
„Cleopatra is essentially a spectacular play. 
AIs such it surpasses anything yet attained on 

the Paris stage. It is difficult to imagine any- 
thing more oeautiful than Cleopatra’s arrival 
den the banks of the Cydnus in her galley with 
_ Qese-colored sails. The scene that ensues with 
we Antony is most effective. Antony's 
lager melts in Cleopatra’s presence like snow 
ore a July sun. The Viens donc,“ ut- 
tered in Bernhardt's crystalline voice, was the 
‘signal for the first enthusiastic outburst of the 
evening. Antony follows the Egyptian Queen 
to the Nile, ready to sacrifice an Empire for a 
- single kiss. 
The Egyptian danse de ventre before Cleo- 
patra and Antony reclining on a divan inter- 
laced in each other’s arms was applauded, 
but seemed a little bit too long. When Antony 
leaves for home Cleopatra buckles on his 
Cuirass. As she does so her finger is pricked 
and a drop of blood trickles down Antony’s 
snow-white corselet. The lover's pain, 
caused by the fear that this should be 
an ill omen, is deliciously interpreted 
by Mime. Sarah Bernhardt. This is succeeded 
by an outburst of intensé passion with which 
she drives away the dancers and buffoons 
from the palace very much as the Savior 
drove the money-changers from the Temple. 
The graceful way in which she climbs on the 
back of a huge Sphinx to obtain the last 
glimpse of Antony was also admired. 
The Most Dramatic Situation. 

The scene in the third tableau, where a mes- 
senger arrives from Rome announcing the 
marriage of Antony and Octavia, is the most 
dramatic situation in the play. It is mid- 
night. The scene passes on the roof of a 
palace at Memphis. The moon shines upon 
the pyramids and the great sphynx, the Nile 
Stretching like a huge silver serpent far in the

Cleopatra appears unexpectedly, 
and, unknown to Antony, is brought inside a 
roll of carpets to his residence, and Mare 
Antdity finds her reclining in his own nuptial

To induce him to go back to Egypt she and 
her ships take to flight in the very midst of 
the battle. Antony follows her. At Alexan- 
dria he realizes the infamy of which he has 
been guilty. He is broken down with shame 
and anger, but after all it was her love for 
him that caused Cleopatra to take to flight. 
Ha, he the right to hate her for this? More- 
over, his cause is by no means hopelessly lost. 
Octavius, who has followed him to Egypt, is 
in greater danger than Antony. 

Antony has, however, reckoned without 
treachery. The gates of the city are opened to 
Octavius and his army occupies Alexandria. 
Antony’s palace is surrounded. What can be 
done? Entice Octavius into the trap and kill 
him. Cleopatra attempts this but fails. Oc- 
tavius is quicker than she, and it is Antony 
who is slain. The only thing that remains for 
Cleopatra to do is to fulfil her promise and 
die with him, She places an asp to her left 
breast and in her dying breath exclaims: 

Encore un baiser, le dernier, et adieu.“ 

The Most Dramatic Lines, 

In an interview with Sarah Bernhardt im- 
mediately after the performance a TrisusyE 
correspondent asked : 

„What passage in your role do you feel to 
be the most dramatic.”’ 

Sarah pplied: The lines in the third 
scene of the third act, when Cleopatra learns 
that Antony has married Octavia. They are 
in thorough keeping with the situation, and I 
think they will be appreciated by American 
audiences as they have been here in Paris 
tonight.“ 

Bernhardt wears five toilets, if such an ex- 
pression can be applied to the six meters of 
uncut drapery with which she enshrouds her- 
self, and which have no other shape nor form 
except that which the extraordinary artiste 
gives them each time she envelopes her lithe, 
statuesque figure in these flowing robes. 

The motives of the Cleopatra costumes are 
taken from ancient documents selected by M. 
Maspero, the French Egyptologist, formerly 


director of the museum at Boulak. Long re- 


searches made by M. Maspero, aided by M. 
Thomas, have enabled Mme. Sarah Bernhardt 
to reconstitute with historical accuracy and 
exactness the costumes worn by the famous 
Egyptian Queen. 

The first costume is of pale blue crépe de 
chine, of the finest imaginable texture. There 
are six meters of it wrapped around the body 
without a scissor cut or a stitch. It lends its 
self to each movement of the limbs or of the 
torso with a grace that exceeds the most 
labored efforts of the modern couturiére. 
The hair is drawn from the forehead 
and neck, after the fashion represented 
on Egyptian monuments and tombs, and is 
surmounted by the sacred serpent in gold and 
precious stones. It is the coiffure of Isis. A 
strange garment, resembling a pair of close- 
fitting silken drawers, is worn beneath the six 
meters of crépe de chine, and is richly em- 
-broidered in polychrome tints with topazes, 
amethysts, ._ rubies, emeralds, turquoises, 
opals, sardonyx, malachites, and other stones, 
forming together a most magnificent mosaic. 

A Serpent of Gold and Precious Stones. 

The second costume is of six meters of rose- 
colored crépe de chine, wrapped about the 
body like a winding sheet, form and drapery 
being changed by Mme. Sarah Bernhardt 
every few minutes while on the stage. The 
coiffure worn with this is asimple garland of 
wild roses of Persia. The ceinture is a serpent 
two ineters long, and of about the thickness 
of a woman’s wrist. This serpent is of gold,

Brazill for 
thirty-nine years had lived at Desplaines, 
working his way upward as an employé of the 
Northwestern road from the position of a 
humble pumper of water by hand to that of 
baggagemaster, and during all this time every 

cent was saved, and everybody knew it. 

His wife has during all these years given 
board to railroad laborers, and in addition has 
made a little money by doing washing for 
supposedly better-to-do neighbors. On the 
results of her hard work Michael, the wife, 
and one child, a son, have lived, and the 
amount of Michael’s monthly earnings has 
been turned to a pretty interest-gathering ac- 
count. 

It is said that the fact that Brazill was 
known to carry some of his means on his per- 
son led to his killing Wednesday night. But 
the killing was by three stranger tramps who 
could have had but little knowledge of the 
man’s penurious characteristics. 


Was Robbery an Afterthought? 

No one in the little town, save one man, 
who is not quite certain, ever saw one of the 
strangers, who fled through the streets on the 
fatal night, before in his life. If the crime 
were committed by total strangers, though ad- 
mittedly they robbed the body afterward, 
there is a strong presumption from surround- 
ing circumstances that Brazill was killed with 
robbery as an afterthought. To show reasons 
for this belief it may be said that the barn in

which the murder was done was incomplete 
and opened by a mere hasp lock. During the 
afternoon of Wednesday carpenters were 
employed in the place busy in _ put- 
ting the finishing touches to the struct- 
ure. Brazill gave them enough to buy a 
keg of beer for the workmen. This keg, 
with a glass beside it and some of the contents 
yet unconsumed, lay in the barn until after 
nightfall. The place was an inviting one for 
a homeless man, and it is barely possible that 
three tramps, from a casual look during the 
late hours of the afternoon, saw the beer and 
went in to finish it and at the same time get a 
lodging. 

It was utterly contrary to Brazill’s usual 
custom to visit his barn after nightfall. He 
could not quarter his cow and his calf there 
because of its unfinished condition. Had the 
men been intent on robbery and murder they 
would hardly have taken a place where the 
victim was unlikely to go. 

At 8 o’clock Wednesday night Brazill, who 
had been reading to his wife, laid his specta- 
cles on the paper and said that he would go 
outside and see that the cow and calf were 
tethered properly. He went out, and perhaps 
attracted by a noise in the barn made by the 
revelers, went there to see what was up, and 
in so doing met his death. 

Killed by a Single Blow. 

Brazill was killed by a single blow that took 
its effect on the left side of his head, and the 
physician who made the only examination has 
said that the blow was made with a blunt in- 
strument. The story that a coupling pin was 
found on the scene has no foundation in fact. 
The old man entered the barn and stepped to

The Three Tramps Arrested, 

Six Central Detail officers were at Des- 

plaines yesterday morning. They brought to 


Chicago three tramps, two of whom were ar- 


rested at Palatine and the third at Montrose. 
Théir names are John Murphy, Frank Burns, 
and Thomas Sye. No one at Desplaines could 
identify them and in addition the men have a 
good alibi, it being fairly-well proven that 
they were in a Chicago saloon at the time of 
the murder, 

Three other suspects are locked up at the 
West Chicago Avenue Station. They were ar- 
rested yesterday morning in the Northwestern 
freight-yards. Capt. Kipley had them in the 
sweat-box all the afternoon and it is thought 
that he obtained important information, for he 
started out personally to work on the case and 
said he might be out all night. 


THE TWELFTH STREET MURDER, 


Norman Wolcott of Trenton Falls, N. Y., 
Was the Victim, 


Norman Wolcott and not O. Wilkert is the 
name of the aged man who was slugged, 
robbed, and then placed on the Santa Fé 
tracks at Twelfth street Tuesday night. The 
police have at last awakened to the fact that 
his death was not due to an accident and 
promised to make at least.one arrest during 
the night. Two of the women who saw Wol- 
cott and another man on Third avenue near 
Twelfth street looked at the body last night 
and positively identified him. 

The Chief of Police received a dispatch yes- 

terday from Trenton Falls, N. Y., asking for 
a description of the dead man. It was sent 
and the answer came: It is the body of my 
brother, Norman Wolcott. Hold body. 1 
will reach Chicago tomorrow.“ 
The Harrison street police made a bungling 
job of the murder case. They claimed Wol- 
cott was killed accidentally. It turns out that 
Officer Dan Coughlin of that station had seen 
the three women who had observed Wolcott 
and his companion walking on Third avenue. 
The description they gave fitted Wolcott ac- 
curately, with the exception of the length of 
his beard. Coughlin reported to Capt. Laugh- 
lin, who told him to see if the dead man had 
a beard. Coughlin thought that because Wol- 
cott had but two inches of beard the descrip- 
tion did not tally, and so the matter was dis- 
missed. The women were not even 
summoned, before the Coroner’s jury. 
Even yesterday afternoon the Harrison 
street officers said that Wolcott was killed ac- 
cidentally. | Last night Lieut, Kipley of the 
detective department of the Central Station 
heard of the circumstances surrounding Wol- 
cott’s death. He put four detectives on the 
case at once. The officers interviewed Mamie 
Somers and Hester Sawyer of No. 287 Third 
avenue and then took them to the morgue, 
where they positively identified the body as 
that of the old man they had seen Tuesday 
night. The Central Station detectives are sat- 
isfied Wolcott was murdered, and this morn- 
ing they expect to make an arrest. They re- 
fused to divylge the name of the man they 
were after. 


THOUGHT THEY WERE BOMBARDED. 


New Hampshire People Startled by the 
Explosion of a Meteor. 

Craremont, N. H., Oct. 23.—Soon after 7 
o’clock tonight people here were startled by 
hearing a distant report like heavy artillery, 
accompanied by apparent lightning. Reports 
from Bradford and Hillsboro Bridge say that 
at 7:15 p. m. the people there were elarmed by 


a sound resembling that of a large gun at a. 
distan ce, which proved to be caused by a 


meteor. —

‘Where- 
upon the club laughed, and Mr. Nye went 
away. 

The subject of the evening came up serious- 
ly then, and Judge John P, Altgeld spoke for 
twenty minutes. Judge Altgeld said: 

„Our Government was based on the princi- 
ple of: First, no permanent officehoiding 
class; second, an independent officer for 
every important position; third, government 
by law, and not by the caprice of individuals; 
and our trouble comes from à violation of 
these fundamentals.“ 

He urged in the beginning the use of the 
new broom. The instances were rare, he said, 
where an elective executive officer who came 
from the people and had sole charge was a de- 
faulter or was guilty of gross malfeasance or 
neglect during the first years of his adminis- 
tration. It was after this, when the desire for 
reélection seized him, that he was forced to 
be all things to all men, to wink at the wick- 
edness of men who could help him politically, 
and to manage everything so that he would 
lose no friends. 


One Man for Each Important Office. 

There should be an independent officer,”’ 
he continued, “elected by the people for 
every important position. In the country and 
villages, where there is little to do and the 
public is posted, a board or a council may an- 
swer; but in a large city, where the public is 
not posted as to details, where there are large 
institutions to be man and public enter- 
prises to be carried on, where there are unlim- 
ited opportunities and stfong temptations to 
make money out of public employment, a 
board or council is a failure, for the power of 
execution is weakened in proportion to the 
number who are to decide. One man, if capa- 
ble, will execute with dispatch; six men of 
equal ability will not only discuss but wran- 
gle; while when it comes to sixty-eight men 
life ia simply too short to do business with 
them. 
“Do not divide responsibility. Put one 
man into a position of responsibility and he 
will make an effort to appear honest. Join 
nineteen with him and frequently fourteen— 
enough to pass a measure over his veto—will 
brazenly divide the corruption fund and laugh 
about it. There is no Mayor in an American 
city but has greater opportunities to further 
dishonest schemes than has a City Council; 
yet the fact that the public finger can be put 
upon him helps to keep him reasonably 
straight, and the instances are rare where the 
Executive of a city has been charged with cor- 
ruption. There is not a Governor of a State 
but has opportunities for plunder that exceed 
those of the Legislature, yet while our Legis- 
latures have in a measure lost the confidence 
of the American public, this is not true of the 
Executive. United responsibility has saved 
the latter while divided responsibility has par- 
tially destroyed the good name of the former. 

„The business of governing cities is execu- 
tive not legislative. Why should we longer 
keep cumbersome legislative machinery to do 
executive work? At present most of the mat- 
ters that are controlled by the City Council 
could be regulated by general law, and the 
public would be much better off if they were. 
First, because of the slowness of a cumber- 
some body to act; second, because of the 
tendency on the part of some City Councils to 
levy toll upon almost every enterprise 
sought to be carried on in the city. 
What is the use of @)mpelling a railroad 
seeking to enter the city to go to 
the City Council? Did any man ever hear of 
a railroad wanting in dead earnest anything 
of a City Council and nog getting it? If the 
law had simply provided that in order to en- 
ter a city a railroad must pay not only for the 
private property taken, but for the public 
property—that is, the streets taken, that be- 
fore taking a street a certain proportion of the 
owners of abutting land must consent, and 
that by going into court and ascertaining the 
amounts to be paid to the owners of private 
property and the amount to be paid to the 
public for the loss of the use of streets, 
and then paying these sums it could 
proceed with its work, would not the 
public be a great deal better off than 
now—especially if the law further provided 
that the corporation should for all time pay a 
certain per cent of its earnings into the treas- 
ury. Does the fact that a railway has to pay 
all the way from $50,000 to $100,000 or more 
in cash to city Aldermen by way of black- 
mail for an ordinance permitting it to enter a 
city help the people of the city? Take the 
matter of street railroads: In Ohio they have 
a law providing that one street railway may 
use a certain number of blocks, amount- 
ing to about half a mile, of the tracks 
of another street railway, where mneces- 
sary, by paying its proportion of the 
cost of such tracks. This prevents one com- 
pany from getting coutrol of the terminal 
facilities. Now, suppose we had such a law in 
Chicago, and that we had a general law which 
simply provided that in order to build a street 
railroad you must get the consent of the own-

TERRIFIC STORMS ON CHESAPEAKE BAY. 


Inward-Bound Steamers Forced to Put to 
Sea Again. 
Barton, Md., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—The 
worst storm of the year is raging on the Ches- 
speake Bay tonight. The wires to Cape 
Henry were blown down this morning, but the 
latest dispatch received from the signal sta- 
tion there was that the wind .was blowing fifty 
miles an hour. Several inward-bound steam- 
ers were compelled to put out to sea. From 
points along the bay come reports of oyster 
schooners and various small craft ashore and 
in distress, Ail the bay steamers were delayed 
today, and the officers of those arriving state 
that last night was a terrible one on the lower 
bay. Few vessels left here today. Tonight 
the wind is tearing off roots and playing 
havoc on the outer sections of this city. The 
easterly gale has blown such a heavy tide in 
the harbor that the wharves and streets along 
the water-front are submerged. _- 
Passengers on the Bay Line steamer Vir- 
ginia, which was coming down the bay when 
it was struck by the storm, had a terri- 


| ble experience. Waves broke over the ves- 


sel’s deck, flooded ‘its down-stairs saloon, 


Old Point, a tremendous wave struck the boat, 
crushing its port wheel-house and shattering 
the joiner work on the port side. All of the 
passengers had on life-preservers, and frantic 
men and women begged the Captain to beach 
the steamer, which he of course refused to do. 

Nzw Yorx, Oct. 28.— [Special.] From the 
manner in which it rained from early morn- 
ing today until midnight the average citizen 
was led to believe that the rainfall would be 
measured by feet instead of inches. In the 
outlying districts of ths city and Brooklyn 
fences were blown down without number. On 
Staten Island two buildings gave way before 
the onslaught, but no lives were lost. 

Along the Jersey coast the storm seems to 
have caused considerable damage. At | 
antville the wind blew at the rate of fifty miles 
an hour, while the rain fell in torrents. The 
Camden and Atlantic railroad tracks were cov- 
ered for several miles with nearly eight inches 
of water. Huge beams of timber floated on 
the water, which resembled in appearance a 
vast lake. Accordmg to Sergeant Dunn, the 
storm centered on the Atlantic off Atlantic 
City, and at the latter place the waves were 
running mountain high. All the streets in the 
western part of the town were covered with 
about two inches of water. . 

Car May, N. J., Oct. 23.—The easterly 
storm prevailing along the coast all day 
brought in a very high tide this afternoon and 
evening. No injury has been reported to the 
beach front except at Cape May Point, where 
the drive and walk in the neighborhood of the 
President’s cottage are damaged. Trains to 
Ocean City and Avalon have not been running 
since noon. 

Assury Park, N. J., Oct. 23.—A terrific 
storm has been raging along the Jersey coast 
all day and much damage has been done by 
the high surf. Vessels have been reported 


ashore at Spring Lake, but as the wires are 


now down no information will be obtainable 
before morning. Several small boats have 
been capsized off Long Branch, but the occu- 
pants were rescued. | 

Late tonight a vessel is reported at Spring 
Lake and another at Sea Bright. The tele. 
graph wires are working so badly along the 
shore that no information can be obtained at 
this hour. . 

Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 23.—A special bul- 
letin issued by the Signal Service says: 

The storm last night over Alabama has devel- 
oped and is now central over Maryland. Severe 
northeasterly gales have prevailed from Virginia 
northward, while southeasterly gales have blown 
on the North Carolina coast. Very heavy rain 
has fallen in North and South Carolina, Virginia, 
Maryland, the District of Columbia, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Pennsylvania. and Southern New York, 
and moderate rains in West Virginia and Ohio. 
This storm will move slowly northward, the low 
barometric area over the upper lakes uniting with 
it over lower lake and middle Atlantic States. 
The rain area will extend over New England and 
clearing conditions will follow from Virginia 
Ohio. A moderate cool wave is advancing from 
the Northwest. 

Wrimineton, Del., Oct. 23.—The storm to- 
night is severe throughout the State, and it 
rivals the storm of Oct. 23, 1878, when a num- 
ber of lives were lost and much damage done. 
No casualties have been reported. The tides 
are high and many small boats at Newcastle 
have Ween swept away. It is feared damage 
has been done at the breakwater. No com- 
munication can be had with the latter place 


owing to the wires being down.

Cleveland’s Rival Seeking to Win the 
Hearts of the Ohio Farmers. 
Masstrrox, O., Oct. 23.—Gov. Hill and 
party left Massillon this morning for Millers- 
burg, the county-seat of Holmes County, in 
the Sixteenth Congressional District. The in- 
habitants of Holmes County, which is purely 
an agricultural county with a population of 
87,000, are known throughout the State as 
„ mossbacks.“ It was raining when the Gov- 
ernor arrived at Millersburg, but that did 
not prevent the gathering of an enormous 
crowd at the station who cheered the Gov- 
ur iustily as he entered a cab and was 
driven to the village tavern. A reception was 
held in the hotel parlor and handshaking by 
horny-handed sons of toil taxed the Govern- 
or's strength for two hours, when after lunch 
he proceeded to the village opera-house. The 
house was crowded by 1,500 ple, and as 
many more had been unable secure even 
8 ing room in the hall when the Governor 
commenced his remarks. He said in part:

Mirwavxses, Wis., Oct. 28.— [Special.]—

Americano, an Italian paper published in this 
city, issued an extra today relative to the as- 
sassination of Chief Hennessy. It contains 
an address to the people of this city, which 
is in part as follows: 

We were among the first to deprecate in burn- 
ing words the manner in which the laborious and 
useful life of D. C. Hennessy was brought to an 
end by a vile and unknown assassin. We were 
among the first to ask for justice, and we 
will continue to encourage the constant search of 
justice. But we cannot possibly approve 
the conduct unworthy of any civili people 
that the local authorities e been 
holding since that unhappy affair, and 
we are far from applauding the language 
of his Honor Mayor Shakespeare and the position 
he has assumed towards all the Italiaus, and we 
are just as far from clapping our hands in ap- 
proval of the American press.

WROUGHT UP BY A FORTUNE-TELLER. 


Mrs, Marwitz in Court for Telling a Story 
About Some Ghosts. 

A peculiar case of slander was put on trial in 
Judge Clifford's court yesterday afternoon. The 
plaintiffs, Wilhelmine and Andrew C. Schmidt, 
sued Caroline Marwitz for $20,000 for slander. All 
parties are wealthy Germans residing at Turner 
Park. Mrs. Schmidt is a middle-aged woman and 
the defendant is old and wrinkled. The two fam- 
ilies lived on adjoining farms, and in 1886 some- 
thing awful happened. Mrs. Schmidt told this 
story: 

Mrs. Marwitz came to the plaintiff's house one 
day, the witness said, and warned her not to 
take a contemplated trip to the old country. If 
she did some frightful thing would happen. 
Mrs. Marwitz gravely informed Mrs. Schmidt 
that she (Mrs. Marwitz) had been to a fort- 


une-teller for the purpose of learning where 


some of cows that had n lost were. 
This soothsayer got some herbs, buried a castor 
bean in the corner of the yard, and then came 
back to Mrs. Marwitz, and sitting down beside 
her closed her eyes and fell into a trance, duri 
which she said: “I see some tall woods near Chi- 
cago. On the edge of the woods are your cows. 
The cows are browsing neara green grave. I see 
two white ghosts standing over the grave, and 
they are saying that Wilhelmine Schmidt killed 
her husband’s first wife, and she with the help of 
her husband took the body and buried it under 
the house.” 

Mrs. Schmidt said that Mrs. Marwitz came to 
her with this story and added that she believed 
that Mrs. Schmidt was a murderess because the 
soothsayer was reliable. 

This-story got abroad, but Mrs. Schmidt went 
to Germany and did not meet with any calamity 
as Mrs. Marwitz had said she would, and she 
came back in triumph and told Mrs Marwitz that 
the story was a fake.“ Mrs. Marwitz’s faith in 
the fortune-teller was not shaken and she repeat- 
ed the story. The witness said this was too much, 
and the egerjeved woman and her husband com- 
menced suit for $20,000 for slander, claiming that 
the publicity of the story had damaged her to

NAMED THEIR OWN CANDIDATE, 


German Clubs in the Sixth District Nominate 
William Schlake—The Lutherans. 

Several independent German clubs have 
nominated as their Legislator in the Sixth 
District William Schlake, proprietor of a 
brickyard in Lake View. Mr. Schlake is a 
middle-aged man, born in this country, of 
German parents, and up to the present time 
has had no connection. with party politics. 
He was nominated. at a joint 
meeting of the independent clubs and 
has accepted the nomination.. His platform 
is opposition to the present form of the Com- 
pulsory Education law. The clubs sent the 
„pledge gotten up by the German Lutheran 
Committee to the regular candidates in the 
Sixth District, and receiving no reply that was 
satisfactory to them made their own nomina- 
tion. 

It is claimed by one of the most active Ger- 
man Lutherans who are in the present fight 
against the school law that r. Schlake 
as well as Mr. Wagner, who is 
running in the Seventh District, 
will if elected vote with the Democrats in the 
Legislature on party questions. The same 
man says that the Lutherans expect to have 
six members devoted to their ideas in the 
Legislature from Cook County. As to the 
county ticket he considers the chances of the 
Republicans good. He believes that nine- 
tenths of the German Lutherans and Catholics 
will vote either for the Democrats or for the 
independent 
islature and for 
Superintendent of Schools, but otherwise, 
being naturally Republicans, will vote their 
county ticket. Many Lutherans are opposed 
to the policy adopted by their committee. 

It was erroneously stated in an interview in 
yesterday’s Trisunz that the German Luther- 
ans were fighting compulsory education. The 
situation, as repeatedly explained, is that, in 
the first place, only a portion of them is 
engaged in the present fight, and, secondly, 
that they do not ‘mean to oppose compulsory 
education but only certain features of the 
present law. It should be remembered by 
them, however, that while they do not mean 
to oppose compulsory education, while their 
declaration of principles strongly indorses 
compulsory education, and tradition and de- 
scent naturally dispose them to be friendly 
to such a measure, the unfortunate 
wording of the pledge which their com- 
mittee asks the candidates to sign 
commits them to a course opposing compul- 
sory education, and not only places them in a 
false light, but causes candidates to withhold 
their signatures who are really in favor of 
their ition. It cannot be repeated too 
often that this pledge has created nothing but 
confusion. A sentiment is growing among 
the German Lutherans that the com- 
mittee made a mistake and ought to 
recall a pledge that is so unfortunately worded 
and return to the lines on which the fight was 
commenced. One of the committee said yes- 
terday: We are too deep in it now. We 
must fight it out. We cannot retreat. 

Representations from alleged Republican 
sources charging that Lutherans 
are at heart op to compulsory 
education and to public school 
only serve inflame them and 
drive them into the Democratic ranks. Mem- 
bers of the committee declare again and again 
that they do not oppose either the principle of 
compulsory education or —_— schools. They 
state distinctly they will make no demand 
upon the Legislature to abolish or impair 
either. But t decline to send out a circu- 
lar explaining their pledge in that sense 
and setting the matter in its proper light be- 
fore their voters.

Tun New York importers and the Herald of 
that city, which is one of their organs, have 
discovered a mare’s nest. It is that the new 
tariff law is not in force because, owing to 
the error or the engrossing clerk, the bill as 
signed by the Speaker, Vice-President, and 
President did not contain a section in regard 
to the payment of rebates on manufactured 
tobacco. This section was in the original bill 
but was stricken out by a Senate amendment. 
Afterwards the Senate receded, but neverthe- 
less the section was omitted. It is not a mat- 
ter of the slightest consequence. In the first 
place the rebates in question are not to be 
paid till Jan. 1, so there is abundant time to 
provide for them. Im the next place, the sec- 
tion not being a vital one its omission has no 
effect on the rest of the bill. To assume 
that the whole law has failed because an en- 
grossing clerk has made a blunder is something 
never heard of before. There was an error in 
the last River and Harbor bill by which the 
appropriation for the Illinois River was cut 
down to a few dollars. As soon as discovered 
it was remedied. by a subsequent bill. There 
have been cases where other tariff bills have 
been marred in the copying so that the inten- 
tions of Congress were thwarted, but never 
was it imagined that those blunders vitiated 
the law. There is no help for the importers. 
They must pay theirdduties. The only persons 
really interested in the omitted section are 
the manufacturers of tobacco, and they will 
be cared for. 


WHY CANNOT RAAB TELL THE TRUTH?! 

Mr. Raab, the Democratic candidate for 
State Superintendent of Education, is stump- 
ing the State, and made some speeches in this 
city night before last. It is proper that a can- 
didate should show himself to the voters and 
tell them where he stands on public questions, 
but it is his duty, morally if not legally, to 
tell them the truth. Mr, Raab seems to be 
unable to do so. Either he cannot or will not 
state facts as they are. Therefore he has no 
business on the stump misleading the people. 
It is especially discreditable.to a would-be 
Superintendent ot Education. 

Says Mr. Raab: “There was no necessity 
for the act passed by the last Legislature.”’ 
And as proof of it he says there were but 
three truant children found in Belleville. But 
the official reports show that 10,000 children 
were taken from the streets of Chicago and 
placed in schools by this ‘‘ unnecessary ”’ law. 
Nothing of the kind had been done by any 
previous law. The total enrollment in the 
public and parochial schools has been in- 
creased 23,000 by this law which Mr. Raab 
says was not needed. Why did not he tell his 
hearers these facts instead of talking about 
Belleville, which is a very small fraction of 
Illinois. 

Says Mr. Raab further: 

All Germans here are in favor of compulsory 
education, but if there is any compulsion we want 


it for the whole year, not for a miserable sixteen 
wee 


Raab is for compulsory education only when 
coupled with conditions which make it imprac- 
ticable. City schools keep open the longest, 
but they are closed for twelve out of the fifty-two 
weeks of the year, because it is not well that 
children should study all the time; they need 
a vacation in the hot season. But this enthu- 
siastic educator of a Raab would have the 
schools running all the year round. If there 
is to be any compulsion at all it would make 
the farmers send the children for twelve 
months in the year instead of that four 
months’ winter term when they can be spared 
the best. In a word he is seeking to make 
compulsory education ridiculous. Says he 
with a sneer: “‘ If it is such a good thing you 
cannot have too much of it. 

But when he takes this ground, on what 
party platform does he place himself? Cer- 
tainly not that of the Democrats, for they are 
satisfied with the minimum sixteen weeks 
mentioned in the law. So are the Republic- 
ans. They think that is long enough for a 
parent to be compelled to send his child 
to school. If he can afford it, and wishes to 
send it fora longer term, of course he has a 
right to doso. Why cannot this Democratic 
Candidate stick to the Democratic platform 


on which he was nominated? Who authorized 


him to raise new and false issues? 

Then Mr, Raab goes on to insinuate a num- 
ber of falsehoods. ‘We want our children 
to learn English, but we want them to learn our 
mother tongue also.“ What provision in the 
law hinders them learning their mother 
tongue? Who opposes it? Where does the 
law say that German or any other foreign 
language shall not be taught in a private 
school? It says merely that English shall be 
taught there; but not that any other tongue 
shall be excluded. Raab knows this, but 
wanted to deceive his hearers, which was dis- 
honest. 

“You cannot love as you can in your 
mother tongue, says Raab. Where does the 
law stand in the way of a boy’s loving in his 
mother topgue or any other? Lou cannot 
pray as in your mother tongue, says Raab. 
Where does the law interfere with prayer in 
German or any other language? It prevents 
the teaching of no tongue, and therefore in- 
terferes with the devotions of no one. You 
cannot serve your God as in your mother 
tongue,“ says Raab. What mother tongue is 
prescribed by the law? Till it is shown that 
any one is how can this law interfere with the 
service of God by any man? 

What does this canting drivel mean? What 
is Mr. Raab trying te get at? His underlying 
idea is that for the private schools at least the 
mother language of the parents shall deter- 
mine the one in which all education shall be 
given the children. If German is their mother 
tongue, then English must not be allowed in 
that school. That seems to be Raab’s idea. 
There must be a sign stuck up reading: In- 
struction in English not permitted here.” If 
the mother tongue be Polish, or French, or 
Bohemian there must be no instruc- 
tion except in those tongues. From 
the point of view of Mr. Raab, candi- 
date for Superintendent of Education, En- 
glish is but one—and the most insignificant— 
of the many languages prevailing in this 
country. Others may be protected and fos- 
tered, but English; which had been supposed 
popularly to be the official language of the 
country, can have no protection, but on the 
contrary may be discriminated against and 
expelled from the schools. Running on that 
issue, the inference is plain that if elected 
State Superintendent of Instruction he will 
use his official influence to banish English 
from every school im the State. 

The sum and substance of Mr. Raab’s talk 
is that he is in favor of the repeal of the Com- 
pulsory Education law because it is unneces- 

sary’’; that he is against compulsory educa- 
tion, for he wants a system which is imprac- 
ticable; and that he is against the teaching of 
English wherever itis possible to find an ex- 
cuse for excluding it. This is not the Demo- 
cratic platform but Mr. Raab’s: Are the 
voters of Illinois, Republicans or Democrats, 
quite ready to indorse these peculiar views? |

GENUINE DEMOCRATIC TARIFF CREED. 

The tariff platform of the Democratic party 
is stated in this concise and accurate way by 
Frank Hurd, a leader of the Ohio Democracy, 
in reply to the question put by the reporter of 
a Democratic paper how he would raise the 
Government revenues. Said Mr. Hurd: 

l would raise the revenues of the Government 
by excise taxes that is, taxes on liquors and to- 
bacco; by taxes on incomes above $5,000; and if 
that does not produce enough by tariff duties on 
articles that are not produced in this country, 
such as coffee and tea, because they are free now, 
and I wonld put a tax on them. 1 think this 
would bring practically enough revenue to sup- 
port the Government, and if it were not sufficient 
I would find other articles not produced in this 
country at all, or produced to a small extent, and 
put the tariff duties on them until the necessary 
amount be raised. 


This is the creed of all the Democrats ex- 
cept of a few surviving Randallites, and their 
number is lessening day by day. It is ae 
faith delivered to the saints, according 
Mills, Palmer, West; Carlisle, and all the 
prominent Democrats, without an exception, 
at the West and the South. It is the doctrine 
taught by every Democratic paper of any 
standing. 

The Democrats are agreed practically, from 
Cleveland down, that the competitive goods of 
England, France, and Germany shall be let 
into this country duty-free, thus stripping the 
manufacturer of the measure of protection he 
has enjoyed hitherto. The Democrats tell 
him he needs none; that, in the language of 
Gen. Bragg. The United States can defend 
itself in the field against the competition of 
the world.“ The Democrats want to pull 
dowu the barriers and begin an industrial war 
between the high-wage scale of this country 
and the low ones of foreign nations. Let them 
try it. Before their new system has been in 
force three months millions of workingmen of 
the United States will either be on the tramp 
in search of work or will have been starved 
into accepting the lower wages of Europe and 
be doing the best they can with them. As for 
the revenues of the Government they will be 
raised by levying duties on all non-competitive 
imports or those which are nearly so. It will 
be 80 English, you know.“ All manufact- 
ures will be admitted free, while heavy duties 
will be levied on tea, coffee, sugar, sirup, and 
non-competing articles, 

There is no mistaking the Democratic posi- 
tion on the tariff question, and yet there is a 
Democratic candidate for the Presidency, who 
is slowly working his way out West, who does 
not seem to know what his party teaches. 
That is Gov. Hill of New York, who has been 
making speeches in McKinley’s district, and 
who is expected to get still farther West. 
Knowing more of Tammany and the saloons 
than of the tariff, he has been preaching a mild 
kind of diluted protection to the Ohio Démo- 
crats. He tells them that if the Democracy 


gets into power it will impose higher duties 


than are necessary to meet foreign competi- 
tion on articles which we produce.“ That is 
not democracy, and Gov. Hill will have to 
learn that fact if he wants the Western Demo- 
crats totake to him. They, with Gov. Pal- 
mer at their head, hold that all protection is 
wrong, demoralizing, and hurtful, as Palmer 
preaches. The American workingman must 
do without it, and if he cannot he must go to 
the wall. 

If Gov. Hill believes in protection, or duties 
which protect, he is not a Democrat, and as 
far as the tariff is concerned belongs to the 
Republican party. If a Republican believes 
in free trade his place is with the Democrats. 
By virtue of his surroundings Gov. Hill 
should be a strong free-trader, for the im- 
porters of New York City are anxious to get 
open and unlimited trade with the world. 
New York City does not care for American 
manufactures, but it cares a great deal for 
imports of competing goods from abroad. It 
would be pleased if all the goods used in the 
Union were made abroad, because then New 
York importers would handle them and make 
the profits on them. The probabilities are 
that Gev. Hill, knowing he was in a part of 
Ohio where considerable manufacturing is 
done, thought a little mild protection would 
not be amiss. But he will not be long at the 
West without learning, if he has any sense, 
that the Democrats of that section are for no 
Randall compromises—that they take their 
free trade just as they do their whisky— 
straight. 


GOV. HILL'S IGNORANCE OR RASCALITY. 

Gov. Hill of New York made the following 
astonishing statement in one of his Ohio 
speeches this week : 


Agriculture is depressed because, by reason of 
restrictions which our Government imposes upon 
the commerce of other nations, Europe is buying 


more and more of her breadstuffs from Russia and 


India and Egypt. 

It is not pleasant to hear the Chief Magis- 
trate of the greatest State in the Union talk- 
ing after this fashion. If he beiieves what he 
says to be true he is an ignoramus, and, in- 
stead of setting himself up as a candidate for 
the Presidency, should get asimple primer of 
political economy and goto school. If he is 
not a gump he knows that what he says is un- 
true. If he is preaching something which he 
knows to be false he is a rascal. : 

Gov. Hill ought to know that the tariff re- 
strictions of this country do not have the 
slightest influence on the quantity of wheat 
bought from the United States by England. 
Were the American ports thrown open to 
English manufactured goods England would 
buy no more American wheat than now unless 
it were offered at a lower price. The quantity 
which England takes from Russia is increas- 
ing, but that is not because of displeasure with 
American tariffs, for Russia is more stiffly 
protective than this country. Nor are the re- 
lations of Great Britain and Russia of a 
specially friendly nature. Butif the latter 
underbids the United States half a cent a 
bushel it will get the preference in the pur- 
chase. Sentiment and resentment have noth- 
ing to do with the purchase of foodstuffs from 
Russia or America by the British wheat im- 
porters. 

It is not the case, though the Tammany Gov- 
ernor seems to think so, that the English 
wheat importer and the English manufacturer 
are one and the same person. They are totally 
distinct. The wheat importer buys grain 
wherever he can get it the cheapest, and he 
sells it to the man who will pay him the best 
price tor it. Tariffs on dry goods, hardware, 
or woolens do not sway him one way or the 
other. He has in view only the possible needs 
of consumers of breadstuffs. The manu- 
facturer, on the other hand, does not trouble 
himself about wheat crops or the price of 
wheat. His business is to make goods as 
cheaply as he can and sell them for the high- 
est price he can get in foreign markets, If he 
is barred out of Russia or America he does 
not like it, but he does not rush off to the 
wheat dealer and ask him to buy less from 
those countries because they are unfriend- 
ly.” If he did he would be laughed at. 

If Gov. Hill were intelligent and honest he 
would tell the Ohio farmers that the cure for 
the depressed state of agriculture has been 
found by Mr. Blaine—that it is the opening of 
new Latin-American markets to American 
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the farmer to get rid of his surpluses at im- 


proved prices. He would tell the Ohio farm- 
ers that the Democratic policy of free trade 
with England and the Continent would not 
furnish new markets for them andis not de- 
signed to doso. He would tell them the 


Democrats aim at opening new American 


markets to foreign manufacturerse—that is all. 
The Republican policy is to secure home mar- 
kets to American manufacturers, and open 
new foreign markets to American farmers, 
where it can be done on the basis of a reci- 
procity which will not hurt the home manu- 
facturer. 


WHO SHALL SOLICIT THE EXHIBITS? 
in Taz Trisung of yesterday one of the 
Commissioners of the coming Columbian Ex- 
hibition is reported as voicing some of the 
difficulties experienced in deciding on action 
for the future. He said in substance: 

We have, for instance, the soliciting of exhibits. 
The law is silent as to who shall pay for that, but 
some one will have to do it. The success of the 
Fair is to the pecuniary interest of Chicago, and 
at one time the directors were willing and ex- 
pected to pay such expenses. It is proper that 
they should do so. But the trodble is that the 
commission has appointed committees with a 
view to taking charge of the ‘whole matter. Yet 
without the power to procure and pay for a sin- 
gle exhibit the committees can do nothing ef- 
fective. : 

True, the success of the Fair is to the pecuni- 
ary interest of Chicago, but it should also be 
to the interest of a great many people who 
will visit us from other parts of the United 
States and other countries. It is to be hoped 
they will benefit by it, not only mere 
visitors but exhibiters also. The first ciass 
should become wiser as a result of seeing and 
hearing much they would have been strangers 
to had they remained at home, and it is to be 
hoped that nota few of them will deem the 


results of the visit fully worth the pecuniary 


cost it involved to them. The Fair will in 
reality be the business of the whole country, 
and the United States as a whole is vitally in- 
terested in making it an assured success. 
That fact was recognized in the appointment 
of Commissioners, one of their duties being 
the soliciting of exhibits. It should be fair to 
presume that this important part of the busi- 
ness ought to be cared for in toto by the Na- 
tion. The people of this city have undertaken 
to provide a site which should be acceptable 
to the representatives of the people, and have 
done it. 
000, their understanding being that the said 
money should be expended in preparing for 
housing the exhibits. They have secured near- 
ly $6,000,000 already in the shape of subscrip- 
tions, and expect the vote of less than two 
weeks hence will amount to an authorization 
for raising another $5,000,000, in which case 
the second part of the offer will have been 
abundantly honored. This part of the prep- 
aration by Chicago may fairly be claimed to 
be a sufficient outlay m advance against the 
pecuniary profit our citizens will reap from 
the attendance on the Exhibition. 

The other part of the expense ought to be 
undertaken by the General Government, or 
the gathering of the Nations in this city can- 
not truly be said to fulfill its original inten- 
tion, which was to celebrate the discovery of 
the continent, not of Chicago. To make its 
action harmonious with the intention the Gov- 
ernment of the United States ought to invite 


the people of other countries to send or bring 


their exhibits here, and offer sufficient induce- 
ments to them to do so. These will naturally 
include the furnishing of transportation for 
such articles as may be displayed from abroad, 
the offering of suitable prizes to invite compe- 
tition, and the guarantee of efficient care tak- 
ing of the property so sent while on exhibi- 
tion, the ground being taken that the prop- 
erty sent is made the especial care of 
the Nation. This of itself would in- 
spire a confidence on the part 
of foreigners which they would not feel in re- 
sponse to the offer of caretaking by a munici- 
pality, and it is unfair to the latter to ask it 
to bear the burden of such guardianship. If 
this responsibility be assumed by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States the fact will be 
accepted by Europeans as well as Americans 
as an earnest and pledge of success, and it 
will be so honored, If otherwise the Gov- 
ernment will stand before the world in the 
false position of having determined on a Na- 
tional exhibit, to be got up and paid for by 
less than 2 per cent of the population, and dis- 
posed to accept all the credit of the display 
while declining to foot its fair share of the 
bill. Are the people of the United States pre- 
pared to accept the latter as their chosen 
alternative? 


THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE PLATFORM. . 

The resolutions adopted by the F. M. B. A. 
at the Springfield convention contain some 
valuable features, as the denunciation of the 
practice of igsuing railroad passes and the in- 
dorsement of the Paddock Pure Food bill, but 
in large part they are simply a thrashing over 
of old straw. They are molded on declara- 
tions which somebody or other drafted years 
ago without understanding their meaning or 
tendency, and the farmers have been at no 
pains to comprehend, Had they taken the 
trouble to analyze the meaning of some of 
these resolves they would never be found com- 
mitting themselves to demands the granting of 
which would be fraught with evil conse- 
quences to the askers as well as the rest of the 
community. | 

They profess to want a free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. That means, in effect, that 
all the silver in the world is to be invited here 
to be coined or recoined into the forms cur- 
rent in the United States. Congress has pro- 
vided for the using of 54,000,000 ounces per 
year, worth at present prices about $60,000,- 
000, which is approximately equal to the pro- 
duction of ths country. To open the doors 
wider, as proposed, would be to invite the 
holders of silver in other parts of the world to 
dump their loads upon us in exchange for our 
gold. They would take mothing else as an 
equivalent, as our exporters are already send- 
ing abroad as much of our produce and manu- 
factures as they can find markets for at the 
prices asked, Suppose that, under such a law, 
the foreigners should send in $250,000,000 
worth of silver and take out that 
much gold against it, how much better 
off would the farmer be than he is now? If the 
process were continued till the whole of our 
900, 000, 000 or more of gold coin in the United 
States should go out of the country we should 
simply have sixteen times as much metal by 
weight to pile up in safety vaults or be carried 
round and circulating in its stead without the 
ability to buy a single ounce or yard of goods 
more with the silver than could have been 
purchased with the gold. If bulk is the only 
object to be attained by the exchange our peo- 
ple might fall back on lead instead of silver, 
of which they could get many times the bulk 
and weight, or, better still, adopt the rule laid 
down by Lycurgus for the Lacedemonians 
that no coin should circulate in the country 
except that made of iron. If mere weight or 
bulk is to be the standard of excellence for 
money, the game rule should consistently be 
applied to other thins, and pumpkins be rated 
as of mo wheat.

Omaha Bee: As long as James G. Blaine lives 
he will always be accounted a possible candidate 
for the Presidency. Neither his ardent friends 
nor his bitter enemies will allow his name to have 
a rest on that subject.

My only ambition is to do certain 
work I have laid out and leave some footprints 
behind me.“

to his fame. He knows that he will be remem-.

are forgotten. But he appreciates the im 


portance 
1 of associating himself to the last day of his life 


with useful public affairs, and he hopes to make 
the footprints that remgin to be trodden the most 
notable of his career.

Montana and Washington Eagerly Press- 
ing the Claims of Their Candidates for 
the Place Made Vacant by the Death of 
Justice Miller—Ex-President Cleveland 
at the National Capital—President Har- 
rison Weighing the Question as to 
Whether He Should Go Home to Vote. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 28.—[ Special.] 

The talk of a successor to Justice Miller from 

one of the new States is not to be taken seri- 

ously. Montana was first in the field, her 
candidate being Wilber F. Sanders, now one 


of the Senators from that State. The State 


of Washington followed, with ex-Representa- 
tive William H. Calkins, who is now busily 
engaged running a Senatorial race with Sena- 
tor Squire. The friends of both gentlemen claim 
that the Republican States of the Northwest 
should be recognized in the organization of 
the Supreme Court, and they advance much 
argument in behalf of their re 
spective candidates. Mr. Calkins will 
have the enthusiastic support of Senator 
Squire. Under ordinary circumstances the 
Senator would not vote for Calkins for con- 
stable, but if by helping him now he will re- 
move from his path a dangerous adversary in 
State politics he will do so with much force. 
The purpose, however, in choosing a member 
of the Supreme Court is not to solve political 
complications in any State, but rather to find 
a jurist of ability and experience. President 
Harrison’s first appointment—that of Judge 
Brewer—was everywhere commended, and 
there is no reason to suppose that he will 
lower the standard in naming a successor to 
Justice Miller,

A Tripartite Arrangement. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 23.—The Marine Review 
says: A great deal has been said of late regarding 
boats to be built for the Menominee Transit com- 
pany and the Schlesinger mining syndicate, whose 
ore will be carried by that company. The Globe 
Iron Works company of Cleveland is at work on 
five boats for the Menominee company, a sixth, 
the Norman. being already in commission, but 
this fleet will not be sufficient to carry all of the 
ore of the Schlesinger mines, and more will be 
built. In order to understand the relations of the 
mining syndicate toward the transportation com- 
pany and the shipbuilders, there will probably be 
no harm done in printing what is generally under- 
stood among ore shippers. he Menominee 
Transit company, as now constituted, is controlled 
by the Messrs Hanna, who are also interested 
with the Globe company in the construction of 
the big ships. The Schlesinger syndicate hav- 
ing big projects on hand., involving mill- 
ions agreed with the transportation company 
and bu ders to take the boats by redeeming, in a 
specified short period Of years, bonds that 
are issued and floated for their construction. 
The transaction, like all deals of its kind, is un- 
doubtedly as satisfactory to the builders as cash 
—— and the mining syndicate goes on with 

ig undertakings without the disadvantage of an 
immense outlay of ready money. The fleet of six 
boats to be placed in commission next spring will 
be capable of carrying little more than the ere 
uct of the Chapin mine, and more boats will be 
needed later on, but when they are built the work 
will be done on the-same plan.

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT HOW FLIES DIE. 


Gradual but Destructive Work of a Species 
of Parasitic Fungus. 

Knowledge: Like many other insects house- 
flies are subject to the attacks of a parasitic fun- 
gus which destroys great numbers of them, espe- 
cially toward the end of autumn. We sometimes 
see the corpses of such as have met this fate glued 
to the window-panes in the attitude of life, with 
legs widely spread and wings raised as if in prep- 
aration for flight, but with a white halo on the 
glass all around them and with bodies pale, un- 
healthy. looking; and distended. The spores 
of the fungus, which are excessively minute and 
are present in the air, are carried against the fly's 
body, and such ag strike its under surface may be- 
come adberent, when each spore sends out a long 
tubular projection, which penetrates the skin and 
enters the body. Once here its host's doom is 
certain, for it meets with suitable nourishment 
in the shape of the fluids of the fly's body, by aid 
of which it will speedily propagate itself until 
ite victim, drained of its life support, finally suc- 
cumbs. The thread-like tube first produces a series 
of detached, roun bodies, something like 
the cells of the yeast plant. These cells, 
which have an indefinite power of self-multiplica- 
tion, are carried by the blood to all parts of the 
body, and thus the disease spreads. They in 
their turn give rise to a number of branching 
tubular threads, similar to those of the earlier 
stage, which in process of time penetrate the 
skin. Each thread whichthus makes its appear- 
ance outside gives risetoasort of head, which 

spores like those with which the series 
started. These are cast off with{fconsiderable 
force, and multitudes of them no doubt 
perish, while others are ultimately wafted

against the bodies of other flies, to deal 
lestruction among them as amon their 
predecessors. The particular species of fungus 


which makes havoc with the houseflies is called 
empusa musce and isone of a group which are 
distinguished by their habit of subsisting upon 
living insects. The maturation of the fungus in- 
volves the death of the fly, the fluids of whose 
body serve as food for the parasite. Under its at- 
tack the fly es gradually feebler and finally 
quite unable to move, and then the viscid secre- 
tion from the pads on the feet hardens and glues 
the insect to the surface to which it is clinging, 
while the fungus spreads round it and leaves some 
of its spores adhering to form the halo above de- 
scribed. 


Cavalry in the German Army. 

A striking feature of the recent maneuvers of 
the German army in Silesia was the great masses 
of cavalry in all engagements. In addition to the 
cavalry of the Fifth and Sixth Corps there were

This state of affairs has led 
to a considerable outcry from German critics 
against the prevailing tendency in Germany to as- 
sign cavalry to new and impossible duties. In the 
last Franco-German war the German cavalry won 
a great reputation for its invaluable services in 
determining in advance the position of the oppos- 
ing forces and by its perfect messenger work. 

ithout its aid, as has often been said, all the 
plans of the German strategists would have been 
in vain. Up to 1880 the cavalry was handled as if 
still confined to the limits of these services and 
to striking quick, decisive blows at critical mo- 
ments on the battlefield. Recently this system 
seems to have been abandoned, and in sham bat- 
tles great masses of cavalry have been thrown 
— each other and strongly fortified posi- 

ons. 


Missing New England Records. 

There is a curious tradition which is abroad in 
Boston that when Lord Howe evacuated Boston 
aud sailed away for Halifax, and the Tory Bos- 
tonians with him, he carried off, also, the colonial 
and provincial records of the custom-house. At 
all events, whether this be correct or not, it is 
true that none of these records prior tothe evac- 
uation are now in the ion of the cus- 
todians atthe great stone fort on State street. 
Many and many a descendant of the old 
colonial families of Massachusetts has at- 
tempted to resuscitate these records, with 
a view of looking up more closely his family his- 
tory, for it is the tradition that records were kept 
at the custom-house of all arrivals in those early 
days. But all search at the custom-house has 
been vain. More than this, the poor fellows at 
Halifax—the librarian of the provincial library as 
an exdmple—have been harassed greatly by 

an 


American antiquarians, historiographers, 
genealogical students who are anxious for a peep 
at those long lost but precious records. But he is 


as much in the dark as are the people at the cus- 
tom-house, and no trace of them exists in Halifax.

Cost of French Soldiers. 

The individual expenses of the French infantry 
soldiers have steadily decreased in the last few 
years. In 1869 each soldier cost the Government 
$72. In 1878 this had risen to $89. Now, however, 
the figures have been brought down to $79. The 
result has been accomplished by economic and ad- 
ministrative reforms, although in the meantime 
the daily pay of the soldier has been increased 
three centimes, his meat rations have been aug- 
mented, and sugar and coffee have been added to 
his diet, all of which together maee an increased 
expense of $15 per capita annually. The annual 
expenditure of the French Government on a 
cavalryman is $35.50. ‘

WHAT BACTERIA LOOK LIKE. 


Some of the Things That We Poor Mortals 
Breathe and Eat. 

in this age of wonderful discoveries, when 
every day adds a score or more new isms,“ 
*obes,”’ and erias to our language: when 
every breath of air contains millions of microbes, 
and every bite of meat a whole menagerie of mi- 
croscopic monatrosities, it will be interesting to 
know exactly what bacteria are, how they 
multiply, and what they look like. Dr. Fred D. 
Chester of St. Louis gives the following interest- 
ing account: The great majority of these 
microscopic plants are what the botanists 
call “bacteria,” the smallest form of 
vegetable life. So ‘small are they that 
it would take, in some cases, as many as 15,000 of 
them arranged in a row to extend one inch. They 
have different forms,some being round, some 
oval, some rod-shaped, while others are much the 
shape of a corkscrew. In all cases they are so 
small that one needs a powerful microscope to ex- 
amine them, and in no case can we perceive them 
with the naked eye. When countless millions of 
them are grouped together in a mass. 
or colony. we can see them about 
as we are able to see an approaching 
army of which we are totally unable to distin- 

1ish a single soldier. I have said that these 

acteria move about, and this is true of most of 
them. althougli there are e which do not ap- 
pear to move at all, but remain wherever 
they tind a good feeding place: Those that have 
motion behave in a very peculiar manner; some 
wabble about in one place without moving for- 
ward in the least: others dart hither and thither, 
back and forth, at an apparently furious 
rate, rocking and ‘twirling about and 
turning a_hundred somersets as they move 
along. Bacteria multiply very rapidly, 
and they do this in a very curious way: A single 
one breaksitself in two; theneach h grows 
very rapidly until it becomes as large as the orig- 
inal. Then these in turn divide up again, and so 
on, until from asingle one we have many thou- 
sands in a very short time. To give you the fig- 
ures such as they are, a single one can multiply at 
so enormous a rate that in N hours it 
can produce something like 000,000 of its 
species. Great consequences follow this enor- 
mous increase of bacteria, for, while one, so 
small of itself, can do but litter harm, the army 
resulting from such rapid multiplication makes 
it possible for them to accomplish a vast amount 
of damage.

A further analysis of the figures of the re- 
vised registration proves beyond cavil that the 
Republicans have gained immensely by it.

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NOTABLE SURGICAL OPERATION. 


Successful Removal of a Cancerous Growth 
from the Mouth of a Patient. 

Nuw York, Oct. 23.—[Special.]—The oper- 
ating room of Mount Sinai Hospital, Lexing- 
ton avenue and Sixty-sixth street, was the 
scene of a notable surgical operation yester- 
day. The case under treatment was one 
of cancer of the bones forming the roof of the 
mouth and the left side of the face. The pa- 
tient was a woman about 40 vears of age. The 
surgeon was Dr. John A. Wyrth. Three 
months ago,” seid Dr. Wyrth, the cancer 
commenced to develop, and at the present 
time it filled the patient’s mouth and invaded 
the whole roof andthe bones of the left side 
of the face, part of it also being within the 
eavity of the nose.“ 

The doctor in charge of the ether was di- 
rected to get the patient well under its influ- 
ence. Selecting a sharp scalpel, Dr. Wyrth 
made an incision from the end of the mouth 
on the left side of the face toward the ear, 
thus opening the cavity of the mouth so that 
he could see the condition within. The sur- 
geon then cut around the outside portion of 
the cancer and in doing so a free hemorrhage 
was caused. The surgeon then opened the 
mouth as widely as possible and introduced 
one of the large — ye forceps, with which 
Be grasped as much as it would catch of the 
tumor, which he thus extracted. Still using 
the forceps he removed the more prominent 
parts of slowly cutting 
it away. a sharp — 1 
ical spoou and completed its remov 
With the tumor were removed also the bony 
parts to which it was affixed. As the opera- 
tion proeeeded frequent stops to give more 
chloroform were n . 

When all of the tumor had been removed 
the bleeding arteries were found and closed 
and the cavity from which it was taken was 
filled with sponges wrung out of hot water, the 
object being to compressthe bleeding sur- 
faces from which the cancer had been torn 
with its roots. 


HE REFUSED TO ATTEND CHAPEL. 


A Student at the State University Claims 
He Was Expelled for This Reason. 

Whether a student of the University of Illinois, 
formerly the Illinois Industrial University, can be 
compelled to attend devotional exercises by the 
rules of the institution is the question raised in 
Foster North’s petition for a mandamns, now pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court. North filed his peti- 
tion May 29, 1890. He would have been graduated 
as a Bachelor of Science at the 1885 commence- 
ment if the regent, faculty, and trustees had per- 
mitted him. He faithfully observed all the rules 
up to February, 1885, when he refused to attend 
chapel. April 1, 1885, in response to a summons 
he appeared at the regent’s office and gave as his 
reason for absence that compulsory attendance 
upon religious services was prohibited by the 
Constitution of the State of Illinois. 

North said he had no objection to attending 
chapel if the religious services were omitted. He 
afterwards received notice from the secretary of 
the faculty that he was expected toconform to 
the rules. The case was then referred to the 
regent. North was furnished with a form of pe- 
tition in which it is said that the petitioner asks 
to be excused from attendance on religious exer- 
cises because the listening to religious services 
was repugnant to his religious convictions. To 
this he re to su on the grounds that 
he had no religious convictions, and that sign- 
ing this petition he would admit that the facult 
had a legal right to compel attendance at chapel, 
which right he denied. 3 

A notificat tand President of

suspended indfienitely. An appeal was taken to 
the Board of Trustees, but to no purpose.

Sixteen opinions were handed down by the Ap- 
pellate Court yesterday, and among them are sev- 
eral interesting cases. 

roceedings were begun in the Circuit Court on 
behalf of the County of Cook to test the validity 
of an act passed by the General Assembly June 6, 
1887, increasing the salaries of court clerks from 
$3,000 to $5,000 a year. In thie suit Probate Court 
Clerk Sennott was made defendant, and on a trial 
before Judge Tuthill the act was declared valid. 
The county went up on writ of error, and on de- 
ciding the case Judge Waterman holds that the 
question is statutory and one for the Supreme 
Court to pass upon. 

Judge Gary disposes of the suit of James B. 
Tascott against the Mutual Building and Loan 
Association in this. peculiar way: The appellant 
presents a variety of arithmetical calculations in 
which we detect no mistake, showing that the de- 
cree should have been $4,118.

De- 
fendants claimed they were not liable because 
the note was altered without authority. The 
court decides that the alteration.was immaterial 
because the defendants, having written their 
names upon the back of the note, the law pre- 
sumesthat they intended to guarantee payment 
and plaintiff was authorized to write over their 
signatures a guarantee.

The British East African Company’s Railway—The Firat Sod Turned by the Wife of the 
British Consul-General at Zanzibar, 

The first 552 of the Imperial British East African company's railway in East Africa was 
turned Tuesday, Aug. 26, 1890, at Point Hchanganwe, in Port Reitz, by Mrs. Euan-Smith, wife 
of the British Agent and Consul-General at Zanzibar. 

This narrow-gauge road is to go to Kavirondo on the Victoria Nyanza, and will when com- 
pleted ‘be the great trade route to Central Africa. It is to be 600 miles in ,length and will cost 


$5,000 per mile, making a total of $8,000,000. 


Port Reitz (Mombasa) is the best natural harbor on this part of the coast, and is capable 
of holding a large quantity of shipping, it being entirely land-locked. When the railway is 


fairly in progress a large wharf will be built in Port Reitz, allowing steamers of twenty-six feet

TARIFF “LAW Ne OT VOID. 


THE BLUNDER OF A CLERK DOES NOT 
INVALIDATE THE BILL. : 


‘ne 


Lawyers May Encourage the Idea That the 
McKinley Law Is Void Because of an 
Accidental Omission, in Order That 
They May Reap Rich Harvests from the 
Litigation Bound to Arise—Secretary 
Windom Will Enforce the Law Unless 
the Supreme Court Declares It Invalid. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special. ]— 
The lawyers who reap harvests out of customs 
litigation may encourage the notion that the 
Tariff law may be invalidated on a question 
as to the intent of Congress. Importers 
who lean to this view would be told in Wash- 
ington to save their lawyers’ fee. The ques- 
tion raised regarding the omission of Sec. 
30, which relates to the internal reve- 
nue tax on tobacco, has come up a 
dozen times m other legislation. This very 
matter was fully explained soon after Congress 
adjourned. The idea that the Tariff bill may 
be nullified by this omission would receive 
little attention now if Senator Carlisle had 
not led the New York importers to believe 
that the bill might be declared unconstitu- 
tional because of this omission. Senator 
McPherson holds the same view, but as he is 
a business-man and nota constitutional law- 
yer his opinion does not carry so much weight. 
Surprise is felt in Washington at Carlisle’s po- 
sition, for during his service in Congress there 
have been cases of omission precisely similar 
and nobody dreamed that a law could be in- 
validated on such grounds. A few years ago 
when the Hot Springs at Arkansas were made 
part of the Government reservation, a provis- 
ion in the Sundry Civil bill concerning the 
Springs was omitted entirely in the enrolled 
bill which the President signed. A question 
arose as to whether it had been by design on 
the part of the clerks and an investigation was 
held, but nobody thought of questioning the 
validity of the Sundry Civil act that year be- 
cause of the omission, Usually an error of 
this kind is cured by a joint resolution. At 
the last session the River and Harbor bill 
as signed by the President provided 
only $2,000 for the improvement of the IIli- 
nois River. The amount actually appropri- 
ated was $200,000, but an enrolling clerk had 
left off two ciphers, According to ine Car- 
lisle doctrine this would have invalidated the 
whole River and Harbor bill. Congress, how- 
ever, did not take that view. It merely passed 
the joint regolution, correcting the error. 
When the mistake in the Tariff bill was found 
out Senator Aldrich and Maj. McKinley both 
assured the tobacco men that the omission 
would be corrected by a joint resolution when 
Congress meets in December, and the tobacco 
people who had heads on their shoulders 
ceased to worry. The present movement in 
New York is not understood to come from 
the tobacco interests, but from the importers 
who want the tariff, legislation to fail. The 
appeal to Collector Erhardt at New York not 
to indorse the law isthe height of absurdity. 
The Customs Collectors are subordinates of 
the Treasury Department and the executive 
branches of the Government are governed by 
the law as signed by the President and not as 
it may be said to have passed Congress. Sec- 
retary Windom punctured the bubble this 
afternoon when de said: 

I am executing the McKinley Tariff act as I 
find it, approved by the President of the United 
States and certified as correct by the President of 
the Senate and the Speaker of fhe House of Rep- 
resentatives, and I shall continue to doso unless 
a competent 2 such as the Supreme 
Court decides law is unconstitutional. It 
is not for me to question the validity of any of the 
signatures to the bill as enrolled, neither is it for 
me to determine 8 the bill signed by the 
President did or did Bot * snot pass the wer 
House, much 9 for me to determine 
whether the . fs the tobacco drawback 
section or any otherprovision of the bill invali- 
dates the law as a Whole. As 1 understand it, the 
act of Oct. 1, 1890, is the —— ot the land. My 
duty, therefore, is plain, and I shall execute its 
provisions to the best of my 1 Its const it u- 
tionality is a question for the courts, and until 
they decide against it I shall be governed by it as 
it stands. 

The report that the General Board of Ap- 
praisers in New Lork City was puzzled over 
the course to be taken because of the commis- 
sion is not oredited here. It is presumed the ap- 
praisers understeng that they are governed by 
the law as signed dy the President, and not by 
the journals of Congress. Internal-Revenue 
Commissioner Mason understands it fully and 
so expresses himself. As to the lawyers’ tech- 
nicalities the decision of the Supreme Court 
on the fruit clause in the Tariff act of 1883, 
where the substitution of a comma changed 


the effect of the clause, seems to be sweeping | 


enough. The substance of the decision was 
that an error in one provision could not vi- 
tiate the whole bill. 

Sefior Maruaga, the Spanish Minister, 
thinks that Segundo Alvarez and the whole 
Chamber of Comtherce of Havana acted very 
hastily in writing to the Minister of Agricul- 
ture to take steps to ward off the ruin with 
which the McKinley bill threatens them. 
They seem to be scared to death,” he said,

BIDS FOR FILLING IN THE LAKE- 
FRONT ALREADY ADVERTISED FOR. 


All of Them Must Be in by Oct, 30 and the 
Contracts Are to Be Awarded Nov. 1— 
This Leaves Little Margin for Either 
Directors or Contractors—Only One Firm 
Considering the Contract—Meeting of 
the Committees on Art and Foreign Af- 
fairs. 


Bids for filling in “eighty acres, more or 
less, on the Lake-Front, have been adver- 
tised for. 

The Executive Committee of the local board 
called the Committee on Grounds and Build- 
ings into conference yesterday, and it was de- 
cided to proceed with the work at once. To 
this end Secretary Butterworth was instructed 
to prepare and have inserted in the daily pa- 
pers the necessary advertisements. Less than 
six days are allowed contractors to make their 
estimates, a rather brief time for those who 
have not made soundings and in other ways 
become familiar with the work necessary. In 
this time, moreover, the plans and specifica- 
tions on file in the office of the Executive 
Committee must be consulted in order that 
the exact extent of the work necessary may be 
known. Each bid must be acccompanied by 
a certified check of $10,000, and a 
further provision is made that the in- 
dividual name of each member of 
the firm making a bid shall 
come with that bid. Indisputable proof that 
the company is financially responsible for the 
carrying out of its contract is also required. 

Hardly Time to Let Contracts. 

Altogether it is an ironclad document from 
appearances, but its very terms make it prac- 
tically impossible for the contracts to be let 
Nov, 1 with any fairness. The bids are to be 
in by Oct. 30 at 3 p. m. To examine these, 
pass on them, and let the contracts Nov. 1 will 
be close work.

The art and electrical exhibits have been 
the two most talked of by the Commissioners 
for the Lake-Front ever since that land was 
conceded as a portion of the site to the Board 
of Directors, and they seem to be the only 
two exhibits that the commission understands 
are to be put there. A third may be added, 
but its nature has not been decided on, even 
in the minds of Commissioners, They will 
agree to its erection only in case it may be 
particularly attractive as a night exhibit. 

These buildings could all be accommodated 
on the Lake-Front without filling in anything. 
That would save a great deal of 
money, and, moreover, the plan 
would answer all the purposes for 
which the Lake-Front was taken as a portion 
of the site. It would make it a grand en- 
trance to the Exposition and give it the even- 
ing exhibits. 

l do not see what more Chicago can ask, 
said one of the Commissioners. ‘“* We give 
the Lake-Front what is n for an 
increase of gate receipts. Surely they don’t 
expect us to put 80 much of the Fair on the 
Lake-Front that they can feel that they have 
seen it all without going to Jackson and 
Washington Parks: yet that seems to be what 
they are fighting for.
